At an early In >nr yesterday morning it 
was report. .1 that two hacks bad driven 
up tn tin- prison rata at midnight and 
discharged their loads, and the infer- 
ence was hastily drawn that the wit- 
nesses had been summoned secretly and 

that the execution was to take place 
\ etterdajr. 

Cheat local exoitemenl followod this 
announcement, and the special corre- 
spondenteof the newspapers who are 

here in great numbers were quicidy 

routed ont of bed and sent skirmishing 
alter the tacts. The story, like many 
others that have been pat in circulation 
in the past week, was found to be with- 
out foundation, and Warden Durston, 
coming in this morning on the early 
train from Syracuse, where he had 
■pent the night, loon dispelled all lin- 
gering doubt of its falsity. Yesterday 
morning the story was in general circu- 
lation, and it was commonly believed 
that the execution WSJ to take place yes- 
terday. 

This impression also was distilled 
when Warden Durston made the state- 
ment yesterday to a reporter of the 
United Press that the witnesses had 
already assembled at the prison. It 
does not follow necessarily that the exe- 
cution will occur Wednesday morning. 
It may be deferred for another twenty- 
four hours. But Mr. Durston has stated 
several times since sentence was passed 
Upon Kemmler that it was his intention 
to fix the hour of the execution as early 
in the week as could l)e done in dec en cy. 
So it is more than likely that Wednes- 
dav morning will see the end of Kemm- 
ler. 

It can be stated on the most reliable 
authority that the stories of Kemmler's 
phvsieal and menial weakness recently 
published are unfounded. He is as quiet 
as usual, amuses himself as he has done 
for months past by practicing his re- 
cently acquired accomplishment — writ- 
ing — eats heertly and sleeps well. Last 
night he slept like a child. To-day he 
ate three good meals and spent much of 
his time writimr cards, reading from his 
Bible and talking with his keeper*. His 
spiritual adviser, the Rev. Dr. Hough- 
ton and the clrtplain of the prison. Dr. 
Yates, visited him during the day and 
Bpsnt more than an hour talking- to him 
about the hereafter. He wa- cilm and 
repeated his professions of faith without 
apparent emotion. He has heard noth- 
ing of the rumors in circulation without, 
and. while he realizes that this is his 
last week on earth, he does not seem at 
all fearful of death.

StateB imports annually over $2,500,000 
wortii of eggs, asks the Furm, Field and 
Stockman. Canada, Germany, France, 
Sweden, Norway, Japan and China get 
this money that should remain in the 
United States. Some people talk about 
the poultry business being overdone ; 
does this prove it? We must educate 
our farmers. It New York or Chicago, 
for example, pays 25 cents a dozen, the 
home market only 15 cents, the place to 
sell is where the better prices are ob- 
tained.

England. 



FIFTEEN THOUSAND PRESENT. 



At Hi- Mnmrnt of the (rush They Be- 
come r»nlo-Ntrlclcen and Many People 
Are Trampled Upon— Various Other 
New* from Arrow the OHM 

Lonik)X, Aug. ."i.—An accident oc- 
enrred lit Atherstone, Warwickshire , yes- 
terday, injuring a large number <>f peo- 
ple, but providentially killing none. An 
immense grand stand had been erected 
from which to view the military tourna- 
ment in progress at that place, and at 
the time of the accident it was occupied 
by 18,000 people, 'While 10,000 more were 

closely pecked on either side. Suddenly 

a cra>)i WM heard and a section of the 

stand fell to the ground, carrying with 

it over 1,000 spectators. It was fortun- 
ate that the fall was not very great, as 
many people might have been killed, but 
as it was, a large number were injured, 
tome of them seriously. 

When the crash came the immense 
gathering became panic stricken and 
trampled upon the prostrate ones in 
their frantic efforts to escape from 
danger, the extent of which they were 
not aware. Several cool headed men 
were successful in allaying the fears of 
the fleeing ones and turned many of 
them back to render assistance to the 
injured. Dr. Parke, the surgeon of 
Stanley's expedition was present, and he. 
with several local physician.-. dressed the 
wounds of the injured.
